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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed on 10/08/2009. Claims 1-6, 8- 
11, 33-35, 39-42, 54-55 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-11, 33-35, 39-42 and 54- 55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

a) Claims 1, 6, 33, 34, 54, and 55 recite the limitation "periods of the two rows are 
relatively prime, or when the periods of the two rows are identical, phases are different". The 
examiner asserts that it is impossible to determine the intention of the previously quoted phrase 
since "relatively prime, or identical" exhausts all possibilities, that is the periods can be any 
rate. Clarification is required. 

b) Claims 1, 6, 33, 34, 54, and 55 recites the limitation " K = n - m". The term " K " is 
not defined. 

c) Claim 35 recites "m = n - k". The term " n " is not defined. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Claim 35 is directed to claiming "A parity check matrix generation 
program for generating parity check matrix H of m rows and n columns in low-density parity- 
check code..." A parity check matrix generation program for generating parity check matrix is 
not a statutory subject matter, because it does not fall into one of the four statutory subject. The 
"A parity check matrix generation program..." is not a process, or machine, or manufacture, or 
composition of matter to be a patentable subject matter. 

To overcome the 101 rejection, the preamble of claim 35 should include at least a 
computer readable storage medium since the program should be stored in it before it executes 
processes of: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 6, 33, 34, 35, 54, and 55, would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Dependent claims 2-5, 8-11, 39-42 would be allowable by virtue of dependency. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6, 8-11, 33-35, 39-42 and 54- 55 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
